The African cataract is divided by 


Islands so that It forms f otfr falls, two 
wide and two narrow. Near the right 
bank of the Zambesi Is the Leaping 
Water, a fall 108 feet feet wide ; then 
Eoanika Island; then the main fall, 
1,419 feet wide; then Livingstone Is- 
land; then the Rainbow fall, 1,005 feet 
wide ; then another Island ; and finally 
the Eastern cataract, which resembles 
the Leaping Water. 


The Victoria falls occur where the 


Zambesi Is at its widest 
They fall 


over an edge which Is almost Tcrtlcal, 
but Instead of falling into an open 
basin as Niagara does, they drop Into 
a chasm the. opposite wall of which Is 
only 80 by 240 feet away. The outlet 
of all Ihls water is a gorge SOO feet 
wide, which leads a little farther on 
Into a Grand canyon 40 miles long. 


The falls were discovered by David 


Livingstone on November 17, 1855. 
They are on the route of the Cape-to- 
Calro railway, and a bridge 650 feet 
long has been constructed 'across the 
canyon some distance below the falls.

3UWAU5T., 


Old Fort Landmark, 


in State of Maine 


Fort Edgeconb Is one of eight old 


forts purchased from the United Statea 
fovernment by tie itate of Maine. The 
historical and sentiraental value of 
their ruined blockhouses and grass- 
grown rampart* cannot be overesti- 
mated. 
Particularly Is Ujjs true of 


old Fort Edgecomb, on the Danmr- 
aslcotta river, In southern Lincoln 
county, Maine, »ays the Dearborn In- 
dependent. 


Moses Davis deeded the elte of the 


fort to the Uaittd Statea government 
June 13, 1806. 
Hens a fort was built 


for the protection of the Maine coast 
Here were built extensive earthworks 
and a toagailne of brick and none. The 
Edgecomb blockhouse is a heavy, 
square-timbered 
structure 
of 
two 


stories, -with a basement. 
The first 


story, 27 feet wide, IB pierced for mus- 
ketry, commanding all approaches. 
Octagonal in shape, it still stands, 
showing the visitors the methods of 
conrtructlon of that day, the thick- 
ness of the walls, the wooden-peg 
construction, the size of the hinges 
bolted to the massive doors and the 
loopholes. 
The second story is 30 


feet wide, 12-loot posted -and pierced 
with heavy portholes Uke the gun deck 
of a man-of-war, having an overhang 
of about tw» feet the whole being 
surmounted with a wooden tower, over- 
look or watch box with an extensive 
view of the river, harbor and surround- 
ing country.
